THE TAX DECISION. 
To understand the decision of the Supreme 
Court upon the Chicago tax appeals, which 
We print this morning, it is necessary to re- 
member a few facts: In 1872, the State 
adopted a general revenue law, providing the 
machinery for the assessment and collection 
of all taxes, State, county, city, and town, by 
the State officers. Prior to that general law, 


| the City of Chicago and other cities had been 


collecting taxes under special laws. The 
general revenue law of 1872 went into force 
July 1 of that year. The City of Chicago 
that year levied taxes under the special law 
historically known as Bill 300, and the taxes 
for 1872 were assessed under that law. In 
1873, the city taxes were again assessed and 
levied under that law. In July, 1874, the 
city applied to the County Court for judg- 
ment of sale against the delinquent property 
for the taxes of 1873, and, there being a 
large number of contestants, the Court 
decided that under Bill 300 he could 
find no authority to give such 
judgment in any case where an objec- 
tion was filed. The. city appealed the 
case to the Supreme Court, and that Court 
sustained Judge WaLLACx, holding that there 
was no authority under Bill 300 to give judg- 
ment of sale for taxes! In the meantime 
the legal authorities of the city, by way of 

g for such a decision, went to Spring- 
field and obtained an amendment to Bill 300, 
intended and expected by them to obviate 
the objections to the originallaw. Notwith- 
standing Judge Watuacr’s decision, the city 
levied taxes for 1874 under Bill 300, and 
in July, 1875, asked for judgment of sale 
against the delinquent property. The con- 


resisted payment against real property on 
which $1,304,000 of taxes were due and un- 
paid. Judge Waxiate again decided that | 
the amendment to the Bill 300 had not cured 
its fatal defects, and refused judgment.. The 
city appealed, and the decision we print this 
morning sustains Judge WaLLAcx. 

During 1874, there were earnest appeals 
mud to the Common Council to abandon the 
attempt to assess property and levy taxes 
under Bill 300, and resort to the machinery 
af the general law. But to do this would 
abolish two or three large offices, including 
the expenditure of over $100,000 a 
for salaries, and the Council 
refused to do so. In 1875, after the 
second decision of Judge Wautuace, it was 
with the utmost difficulty that the change 
could be obtained. We now have the result. 
Had the city in 1874 assessed the property 
under the State law, instead of under Bill 
800, it would have had judgment for this 
$1,304,000 of taxes on real property. As it 
is, the Supreme Court sponges that amount 
of taxes out of existence,—a total loss to the 
city. That is rather expensive for the luxury 
of keeping Tax Commissioner MoGnarn, 
Collector Vow Horn, and Assessor some- 
body else, in office. In addition to the 
$250,000 salaries paid these officers, the city 
now loses $1,304,000 of taxes on real 
property. |

|The city is in debt, and the debt must be 


paid. There are outstanding certificates 
drawn against this very tax which the Court 
has declared was never legally levied and is 
not collectable. Nevertheless, while the 
available means of the city are thus cur- 
tailed, rendering it necessary to postpone 
payment, there will be none who will object 
to ultimate payment as rapidly as taxes for 
that purpose can be lewed and collected. The 
effect of the decision will be embarrassing to 
the immetliate necessities of the city. It 
may have the effect of discrediting the out- 
standing certificates genérally. But there is 
no legal objection to the tax-levy of 1875, 
nor will there be to the tax-levy of 1876, so 
that certificates drawn against these levies 
are unquestioned. We trust that whatever 
objections any members of the City Govern- 
ment, or any portion of the people, may 
have had to the selling of all the unoccupied 
and unproductive real estate belonging to 
the city, and applying the proceeds to the 
disentanglement of the city finances, will 
now, under the perilous condition of the 
public credit, be withdrawn. The necessity 
for paying taxes is also brought home direct- 
ly and painfully to those property-owners 
most directly affected by taxation.

REHM’S CASE. 

It would be useless to counsel and folly to 
ignore the large public interégt that is felt in 
awaiting the announcement of Jaxz Reum’s 
sentence, which. Judge BLoporrr now holds 
under advisement. The statements of the 
Government attorneys in presenting Ream 
for sentence should operate to some extent 
in changing public opinion, inasmuch as they 
present facts not heretofore known to the 
public that have a material bearing on the 
case. The public has simply looked upon 
Ream in the capacity of Ringmaster; not 
merely the Treasurer of the Ring, as Mr- 
cruz wasin St. Louis, but the boss, the 
instigator of the frauds, the whipper- 
in of the distillers, the. manipulator of 
the Gaugers, and the blackmailer of all par- 
ties, thus uniting in himself the functions of 
Meervez, Joyce, and McDonaxp in St. Louis. 
To this has been added public resentment for 
the vicious influence Renu has exerted in 
local politics, which has strengthened the de- 
mand for his punishment. But the Washing- 
ton authorities took no account of this, 
and could not be expected to do aso. 
It was the policy of Secretary 
Burstow to reach all the Federal officials who 
had entered into the conspiracy to betray and 
rob the Government, and punish them the 
most severely. The Government prosecu- 
tors at Chicago had traced a large amount of 
money to Rn; but Rex was not an official, 
and it was reasonable to suppose that he had 
redistributed a large proportion of it am ong 
those in charge of the Government service. 
But no one could or would tell of this but 
Reem himself. When, therefore, Runx, 
through his counsel, volunteered his evi- 
dence relative to the distribution, of this 
stolen money and looking to the conviction 
of Munx, Wapswortn, Warp, Horr; and 
Bamors, — all prominent Government offi- 
cials,—it was the duty of the Government 
counsel to accept his evidence. Two of these 
men confessed their complicity by running 
away; one of them was put on trial and ac- 
quitted because the jury would not believe 
Reum told the truth and was not corrob- 
orated ; the cases against the two others were 
then dismissed for lack of confidence in get- 
ting another jury to believe Rzum’s story, 
which might possibly be still further im- 
peached, | 

In accepting Rerw’s testimony, the Gov- 
ernment eounsel expressly stipulated that 
Ream should not have absolute immunity, 
to which Reum’s counsel assented. Taking 
the statement of District-Attorney Banas, 
who is the leader on the Government side, 
nothing was promised Ream except that he 
should not be consigned to the Penitentiary. 
This much was explicit; and it seems under 
the law of State’s evidence, as stated by the 
Government counsel, the Court is absolutely 
bound to abide by this contract. It was 
further understood by Reum’s counsel, and 
finally assented to by the Government 
counsel, that the latter would recommend to 
the Court that Rzum’s sentence should not 
be more than six months in jail in case he 
should testify fully and fairly. This they 
have done, but at the same time they have 
pointed out that the Court is not bound by 
this mere recommendation as it is in the 
positive agreement relative to the Peniten- 
tiary, but may, at its discretion, increase the 
term of imprisonment. In regard to the 
fine to be imposed, there was no agreement 
whatever; but this, we infer from a remark 
of the Court, is limited by the law to $10,000, 
since the Court regards the case as 
one conspiracy and one offense, so that there 
can be no cumulative fine. It is within the 
discretion of the Court, therefore, without in 
arly sense faith pledged by the Gov- 
ernment through its officers,to send Rexam 
to the Bridewell or the County Jail for one 
year, eighteen months, or two years, and 
fine him $10,000.

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CITY IMPROVEMENTS. 

A serious question now occupies the atten- 
tion of the City Council. There are several 
hundred: thousand dollars of the appropria- 
tions of last year which are yet unexpended. 
These are for improvements of various kinds, 
—water, sewers, viaducts, paving street 


intersections, the Fullerton avenue conduit, 


and various other matters. It has been pro- 
posed to discontinue all these works, and 
thus retain unexpended the balances of these 
appropriations. The. proposition is in the 
nght direction, and with some modifications 
a wise one. In every case where no contract 
has been made, the appropriation should be 
rescinded. In every case where a contract 
has been let, but, in view. of the fact that 
the city will have no money to pay the con- 
tractor for the work, comparatively little has 
been done, or where the contractors will be 
willing to surrender their contracts, the 
further prosecution of the work should be 
arrested. In every case where it will be 
cheaper and more economical to discontinue 
work, without involving the city too se- 
riously in damages, expenditure should be 
suspended until such time as the city may be 
able to command the means to go on with 
general expenditure. 

There are, however, certain works already 
under progress upon which large sums have 
been expended, and which it would be far 
more economical to go on with than to stop. 
The extension of the Water- Works is so near 
completion, we understand, that, if not 
arrested, it can be finished within thirty or 
forty days. This work has cost an immense 
sum of money. The new lake tunnel, the 
tunnel under the city, the new buildings, the 
purchase and placing of the costly and 
magnificent machinery, the laying af the 
immense mains all around the city prepara- 
tory to the reception and distribution of the 
duplicate supply of water—all these have 
been completed. It only needs now the con- 
nection of the works with the existing sys- 
tem to make all these things available, and 
to furnish the city from the circumference to 
the centre withan abundance of water at an 
equalized pressure. As far back as 1869 the 
nevessity for this increased water-supply and 
means of distribution was foreseen, and 

steps were taten to obtain the authority 
to make the expenditure. As long ago 
as 1870 the city borrowed the money with 
which to make this improvement. Though 
interrupted anc delayed by the great fire, 
the public have never lost sight of the neces- 
sity for this work, and it has been prose- 
cuted.until now it lacks but thirty days’ 
labor to make it complete. Is it advisable 
or economical in any sense to leave this 
vast expenditure of probably $1,250,000 
wholiy unavailable, and the buildings and 
machinery idle, when thirty days’ additional 
work will give to the city the long-needed 
and long-desimd additional water-supply ? 

It should net be forgotten that we have 
still in the muthwestern part of the city 
many acres covered with wooden buildings. 
In that same cistrict, and leading to it, there 
are possibly s many as 50 miles of unim- 


proved streets on which, during a large part

To suspend or 
discontinue the work will practically amount 
to the total loss of most of what has besn 
pricks involve perhaps another large bill 
of damages, and postpone indefinitely a 
work absolutely necessary to the health and 
comfort of the inhabitants of the North Di- 
vision and of a large part of the West Divis- 
ion. Under all the circumstances, it is pos- 
sible that true economy requires that the 
work shall go on to completion. 

In like manner, viaducts over the railways 
have become essential to the safety of the 
public, and to the transit from one part of 
the city to the other,—several have been be- 
gun, are under ccnstruction, and the strects 
torn up. These, wherever begun, should 
be allowed to go on. They are of great value, 
and wherever one has been partly con- 
structed it will be poor economy to suspend 
the work. We do not question the general 
propriety of suspending every expenditure 
that can be safely dispensed with. The re- 
cent decision of the Supreme Cour}, though 
expected, but. intensifies the necessity of 
avoiding every expense that can possibly be 
avoided.

fizzing of sky-rockets, sputtering of Roman 
candles, and the whizz of bombs, pin- 
wheels, scroll-wheels, serpents, mines, blue- 
lights, squibs, and other devices for swelling 
the catalogue of juvenile disasters, heighten- 
ing the nervous miseries of adults, and 
swelling the fire-losses of the year. The 
Genius of Liberty, in company with Carrer 
Hannrison’s eagle, will make her flight from 
the rock-bound coast of the Atlantic to the 
sprays of the Pacific, the one singing Hail 
Columbia” and the other screaming, as they 
fly. Thirty-eight daughters of Columbia in 
every hamlet will ride in a  hay-

And all day long the great American 
people will rip, fizz, boom, bang, and crash, 
to announce to the world that it is the Cen- 
tennial birthday of American freedom. 

It has been estimated by the pyrotechnic 
manufacturers that there have been con- 
structed this year 1,440,000,000 torpedoes, 
and over a billion of explosive caps for toy- 
pistols. About 300,000 boxes of fire-crack- 
ers, equivalent to 960,000,000 all told, have 
been imported this year. Nine million Ro- 
man candles, capable of discharging over 36,- 
000,000 stars, and 4,320,000 rockets have been 
manufactured. No one can number the 
amount of smaller stuff which has been made 
and which will add to the general din. It 
may seem at first glance that this supply will 
exceed the demand, but it must be remem- 
bered that on this Fourth of July one hun- 
dred times more noise is to be made tban 
usual, The general statement brings up un- 
pleasant forebodings. Not only must every 
small boy fire one hundred times as many 
crackers as ever before, and every grown-up 
patriot blaze away with his anvil one hundred 
times as often, but the Centennial increase 
must also figure in that manifestation of 
patriotism which takes the liquidform. The 
great fact stares the Prohibitionists, the 
Good Templars, and the Daughters of Re- 
becca equally in the face, that either one hun- 
dred times as many persons as usual will be 
drunk, or that each individual will be one 
hundred times drunker than ever before. 
One hundred times as many Star- 


Spangled Banners will wave in the 


breeze. It is estimated that 3,000,000 flags 
of all sizes have been disposed of already 
this year. The bells will clang one hundred 


times as loud as last Fourth, and, most dis- 


tressing thought of all, the orations will be 
one hundred times as windy and as long. 
To gum it allup, the crash, and bang, and 
buncombe of Tuesday will be a hundred 
times greater than ever before. 

In the og@linary course of human events it 
happens now and then, on the Fourth of 
July, that some interesting child goes to the 
Better Land through too much fire-cracker, 
or that some interesting village gets burned 
up by somesmall boy who places lighted 
piece of camel ordure where it do the 
most harm, which is a way of 
destructive turn of mind have. In the ex- 
traordinary course of human events that will 
happen this year it is probable one hundred 
times as many children without legs, arms, 
or eyes, will climb the golden stairs.”

to see the second Centennial, when the noise 
will be one hundred times greater than now.

IT IS DECLARED UNCONSTITUTIONAL. 

Among the opinions of the Supreme Court 
filed at Ottawa Friday is the long-expected one 
in the case of Cooper vs. H. B. Miller, which in- 
volved the question of the power of this city to 
collect its real-estate taxes under what is known 
as Bill 300.” This act, Wich was passed early 
in 1873, left it optional with the city authorities 
to collect their tax levy by the special machinery 
which the act provided, or to avail themselves 
of the General Revehue law. The act was first 
tested in July, 1874, when the Collector applied 
to Judge Wallace, sitting in the County Court, 
for juagment against that property which was 
delinquent on city taxes for 1873. In about 
half the cases merely formal objections were 
4 Mr. Tuley objected that no valua- 

ions were inserted in the ae for judg- 
ment; others u that other formalities were 
not complied wi The Clerks of the Court 
said they computed the amounts, and that Ed- 
ward Roby represented more than half of the 
amount contested. For all his clients he offered 
in court to allow any amendment to be made to 
make the record as ect in form as the stat- 
ute permitted it to be made, and urged the ar- 
ag against the validity of the law. Both 

unty and oe ogg Court withheld any decis- 
ion on this point. and merely determined that 
the bill was a blunder; so imperfect as to be in- 
capable of execution. 

At the session of the Legislature held in 
January, 1875, the act was amended in ac- 
cordance with the wishes of Comptroller 
Hayes, who believed that it could be made 
operative. Under this act thus amended the 
city undertook to collect the taxes of 
1 424 in July of last year the Collector ap- 

lied to Judge Wallace for judgment against the 
inquent property. otwithstanding the 
amendments, the Judge held that there were 


technical defects which were fatal, and he refused 


the decree asked for. The case was appealed to 

the Supreme Court and vat bong last 42 

The decision now made public, though long sus- 

is that Bill 300 is unconstitutional, and 

all assessments and other proceedings had 
under it are void. 

The effect of this may be briefly stated. 
Taxes were appealed to the amount of $1,300,- 
000. They have disa from the city’s as- 
sets, sy pay! at least. At various tax sales 
the city bid in land the taxes on which were 
about $900,000. Some of these tax-certificates 
have been redeemed, but not over a half, if that 
much. These certificates are also valueless, and 
the only reason for their redemption is to get 
rid of the cloud on the title. 


THE DECISION. 
A UNANIMOUS VERDICT. 
The opinion of the Court, written by Mr. 
Justice Scholfield, is as follows:

shall now pass unchallenged it will seem to have 
the sanction of the Court, and may in future be- 
come the precedent of endless local option legisla- 
tion in heu of the er laws required by the 
Constitution. We feel, therefore, constrained to 
pass by the numerous questions that have been dis- 
cussed with so much ability by the different coun- 
sel, with reference to the p construction of 
the act as amended, and the regularity of the 
various steps taken in the case, and to confine our

the requirements of the Constitution. It isnotand 
cannot be reasonably claimed that it is not a gen- 
eral law. It contains all the proyisions necessary 
to a * ay municipal charter, among others 
those relating to the assesement and collection of 
municipal taxes. By these it is provided that such 
taxes shall be collected and enforced by the same 
officers, andin the same manner provided for the 
collection of State and county taxes. This act, 
with the exception of some amendments immater- 
ial to the question before us, continued in force 
was embodied in the revision of the laws made by 
the General Assemby in 1874.

It must not be understood that we claim there is 

NO DISCRETION 

to determine whether a city shall become incor- 
porated or not, or whether a city incorporated at 
the adoption of the Constitution may elect to 
change or amend its charter by adopting the pro- 
visions of a general law enacted for that purpose, 
for these righte are unquestioned and are within 
the contemplation of the Constitution, nor must it 
be understood that we claim that the discretionary 
powers contained in the general law must be exer- 
cised in the same manner and to the same extent 
in every municipal corporation. We claim simply 
that when the election is made to become in- 
corporated, or to change or amend an exiset- 
ing charter, the incorporation must be under 
a general law, and the change or amend- 
ment of the existing charter must be by 
adopting, to the the extent of such change or 
amendment, the provisions of the genera) law; 
that the measure and limits of municipal powers 
and duties, so far as they are a subject of regula- 
tion by the General Assembly, must be prescribed 
by the general law, and that it must absolutely and 
of ite own force be applicable as the measure and 
limit of municipal powers and duties to all within 
the class to whom it relates. 

‘* The City Tax act,” assuming to be obligatory 
only to the extent the City Council may elect to 
proceed under its provisions, in preference to those 
of the general law, is

EDWARD ROBY. 
His OPINION OF THE RESULT. 

A reporter of Taz Tripung, during the day, 
came across Mr. Edward Roby, the lawyer who 
has been ‘fighting Bill 300 ever since it went into 
force, and had the following conversation with 
him concerning the results of the decision: 

Said the reporter: Can these appealed taxes 
of 1872, 1873, and 1874 be collected “ 

“They cannot.” 

“Why?” 

“Because the taxes of 1872 were levied with- 
out any law. The law under which the city un- 
dertook to levy them was repealed July 1, 1872, 
The assessment was made after that time; the 
action of the Common Council in levying the 
taxes was after that time; the warrant was is- 
sued Dec. 5, 1872; the application to the court 
for judgment was made in September, 1873.

“GEN. HOWARD AND GETTYSBURG.” 
To the Editor af The Tribune, 
Cuicago, July 1.—In your issue of June 30, 
there whs an article entitled as above, signed 
% Second Corps,“ calling attention to a singular 
omission in Gen, Howard’s essay on The Cam- 
paign and Battle of Gettysburg,“ in the Atlantic 


for July. 

Second Corps failed to state in his com- 
munication that the artillery recaptured by the 
three regiments of Carroll’s Brigade was all the 
artillery of the Eleventh Corps (Howard’s own) 
on Cemetery Hill. This singular omission of 
Gen. Howard in bis 1 he Atlantic is in 
keeping with his omission of the same fact in 
his official report; and not until after his Chief 
of Artillery had published an articleinthe Army 
and Navy Journal, givitg Carroll the credit of 
savin the artillery of the Eleventh Corps on 
the night of the 2dof July, did Gen. Howard 
officially acknowledge the services rendered him 
by Gen. Carroll on that occasion..

Consultation of Several Council 
Committees. 


All Are in Favor of Cutting Down 


But Cannot Agree on the Department 
which Must Suffer, 


Ald. Kirk Submits a Radical and 
Sweeping Proposition.. 


The Council Committees on Police, Fire and 
Water, and Schools held a meeting yesterday 
morning in the Council Chamber to consult to- 
gether on a general reduction in the running ex- 
pense of all branches of the City Government. 
There were present Ala. McAuley, Kirk, Briggs, 
Koerber, Cleveland, Niesen, Gilbert, Ballard, 
Murphy, Sweeney, Stewart, and Sheridan. Ald. 
McAuley acted as Chairman, and opened the 
discussion by stating the object of the meeting. 

Mr. Briggs favored a general reduction, and 
his remarks were seconded by Ald. Gilbert, who 
was in for pruning liberally. The others realized 
the importanceof such amove, and so expressed 
themselves. The proposition was then made 
that the different Committees prepare a resolu- 
tion for the | 

REDUCTION OF PAY AND NUMBER OF MEN 
in their respective departments, and that the 
resolutions be presented to the Council at some 


time not far distant. 


This proposition met with opposition from 
some who considered certain departments too 
valuable to the city’s interests to be touched. 


Ald. Sheridan thought that the policemen fully” 


earned $1,000 a year, when the amount of 
danger they experienced, and the expense they 
often were obliged to go to when new uniforms 
were ruined in a melee, were taken into consid- 
eration. The number of men in theforce might 
be diminished, but not the salaries. 

Ald: McAuley was strongly in favor of reduc- 
ing the wages. Plenty of good men could be 
had for much less than $1,000a year. Besides 
in these times $850 was as much as $1,000 was a 
few years ago. There was no need of paying 
such a high salary when persons could be had 
for much less. There were thousands of me- 
chanics, laborers, sailors, ete., who did 
not make $700 a year, and did as much 
and as hard work as the police. It was no rea- 


son because policemen were not rich that the 
city should pay large salarics. The city was 


| poor, and people had got to find out that the 


city would pay no more for labor than a private 
corporation. ! 

Ald. Gilbert also thought that $1,000 a 
was too much for police work, and he beleyed 
that the citizens whom he represented reed 
with him.

Hickey and others were against 
a reduction, he believed it absolutely necessary, 
and knew that people would see it after a while.

The administration was ob- 
tained by a creditor, and the widow and heirs, 
living at Alton, testified that they knew nothing 
of any administration whatever. 

After Skinner cleared his mortgage title in 
1866, he quit-claimed to the holders of 
the administrator’s title, who conveyed 
to subsequent purchasers for the value 
of the land at the time of thelr purchases. 
The South Park Commissioners ht the 
north 40 acres for $80,000 and paid forit. The 
next 40 acres belonged to Judge Robert 8. Wil- 
son, the Rey. Thomas Kinsella, and Samuel 
Rowe, and those to whom they had sold lots. 
Charles Busby had bought 78 acres of the south 
80 for $80,000. He has sold portions to Phelps, 
Dodge & Palmer and others. 

Iu the final opinion of the Supreme Court 
filed yesterday Ju writes about three 
columns of this paper in examining the legal 

uestions involved in the case, and decides that 
the administrator’s sale conveyed the title 
of the heirs of John Bostwick and 
that they have no right to redeem from the 
mortgage because their title is gone. The Court 
intimates that if there had been anything in the 
record of the County Court showing that Bost- 
wick’s domicile of succession was in Madison 
County, the decision in this case might have 
been for the heire; but the Court holds asa

SABBATH DESECRATION. 


Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 
WavKESHA, June 30.—For several weeks the 


excursion of the Milwaukee Sheridan Guards 
to Waukesha had been advertised, but, on ac- 
count of rainy weather, their coming was post- 
poged until last Sabbath. Early in the day, 
the country people from far and near came 
flocking into town to sce the parade. About 
noon the excursion-train arrived, and until 
night our usually quiet streets were filled with 
a noisy Sabbath-breaking crowd. The 
„Guards p marched past several of the churches 
during service, playing as they went. There 
was much fast driving, the saloons were in full 
operation, and the day seemed given over to 
rioting and wickedness. It is the first time 
that such an outrage has been committed, the 
first time that the Sabbath stillness of the place 
has been so wantonly disturbed, and a large 
part of the citizens feel that it must not be re- 
peated ; that in this beautiful village such Sab- 
bath desecration cannot be allowed. While wel- 
coming strangers from far and near to the 
healthfulness and purity of her borders, and 


gladly acting the part of hostess to thousands 
who come here, some for a day and some for 
many months, Waukesha cannot invite or re- 
cetve those who make of the Lord's day a noisy 
holiday, and disturb its peace and sanctity. The 
Catholic priest urgéd his people te have nothing 
to do with the excursion, and many of the citi- 
zens, headed by the several clergymen of the 
place, held an 
INDIGNATION MEETING 

at the Baptist Church, Tuesday evening, where 
the following resolutions ‘were adopted and 
ordered to be printed: 

Lesolred, That the conduct of the Sheridan 
Guards of Milwaukee, in this place on last Sabbath, 
in their noisy march around or close to the doors 
of several of the churches, —— public wor- 
ship, and in otherwise disturbing the peace, de- 
serves our severest censure, and all the punishment 
which the law allows; that while we welcome all 
societies and companies who desire a season of 
recreation in or near our village, we do not invite 
and will not endure such disturbances as above 
referred to, but, on the contrary, will exert our 
utmost endeavors to prevent or arrest all attempts 
to induce saloon-keepers to violate the law which 
closes their establishments on the Sabbath-day, 
and all Aemonstrations which interfere with the 
peaceful ubservance of religious worsliip upon that 
day, or which set the example of a public desecra- 


tion of it. 

Resolved, That we will sup’ rt the Board. of 
Trustees and other officers of this village in the en- 
forcement of all the laws bearing upon these 
points, and within their jurisdiction. 

Resolved, That we earnestly solicit the co- 
operation with us of the proprietors of public 
houses in preserving that outward quiet and respect 
which for a hundred years has marked our Ameri- 
can Sabbath. 

Resolved, That public prints which welcome 
pleasure excursionists from abroad, who have 
chosen the Sabbath-day for their trip, cannot be 
accepted by us as representing the Christian senti- 
ment of our village.

A TEXAS MARRIAGE. 

A letter to the New York Sun from Home 
Creek, Coleman County, Texas, June 12, says: 
Fifty miles from Fort Worth our party found 
themselves on one of the most delightful 
stretches of prairie land in Western Texas. It 
was three days’ journey to the Twin Mountains, 
and, as we had plenty of time to join Col. Hol- 
land’s party on their return, we concluded to 
accompany Capt. Hardy Parker, of the Lafitte 
ranche, and three of his friends, to what ae 
termed one of the liveliest weddings that ever 
** jostled the State o’ Texas.” 

Who's to be married!“ was asked. 

“Old Jaquette’s daughter. We call him 
‘Don’ for short. We call her Reenie;’ and the 
chap that’s goin’ to git her is old Uvalde’s son 
Mig,“ ‘the blood’ that saved her from a pack of 
Mexican hounds up the valley of the Bio Pecos 
about six months ago. News of this weddin’ 
has been going the rounds of the frontier for 
some time, and it’s calculated that the Twin 
Mountains will be shaken up before it’s over.” 

So we set off over the pampas, through heav- 
ily timbered districts, along small streams, on 
our way to the home of Jaquette’s 20,000 acres, 
located in the shadow of the beautiful hills 
above named. At last we halted in front of the 
long low building, the home of the Jaquette 
family, a distant relative of the origina) Austin, 
— was the largest landholder in his time in 

exas. 

Our horses were cared for, and we were intro- 
duced to the Don. He was 50 years of age; in 
looks he seemed but 35. Straight as an arrow, 
cold as an iceberg, black-eyed and black-haired,

— grove of cedar, pine, some orange, and 
maple. 

Guests from far and wide had arrived in 
wagons and on horseback. Backwoods maidens 
and stalwart cattle-keepers, m staid and gay 
colors, sun-bonnets and buckskins, were chat- 
ting and gossiping under the trees, the same 
as church audiences in civilization. Everybody 
seemed to have clusters of flowers, and for a 
time those rough and sturdy men of the plains 
suffered their broad sombreros to be orna- 
mented with wreaths and their brows bound 
with gay handkerchiefs by fair and gentle 
hands. 


The relatives of the bride were on one side of 
the garden. Her cousins were mounted on pure 
white horses. The relatives of the groom were 
on the o ite side, a noble-looking body of 
people. Even here was tobe seen the out- 
cropping of rude frontier society. Both fami- 
lies were immensely wealthy, and for a’ long, 
time were jealous rivals. The union of the two 
children was to unite two of the largest landed 
estates in Western Texas, and terminate fur- 
ther rivalry between the two families.
